RESPONSE AFTER FINAL REJECTION (37 C.F.R, § 1 J16) 

This paper is being submitted following the Final Rejection mailed on August 22, 2005. 
Since the two month period from the final rejection falls on a Saturday, the time for replying 
within the two month period is extended until Monday, October 24, 2005. In light of the 
Remarks herein, further examination is requested. 

Examiner Interview 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner Interview granted on October 20, 2005 to the 
undersigned with Examiner Opsasnick and Examiner Chawan. Claim 11, U.S. Patent No. 
5,774,849 to Benyassine, et al., and U.S. Patent No. 4,689,760 to Lee were discussed. In 
addition, the Examiner's failure to give appropriate patentable weight to the limitation in claim 
1 1 that states that the at least one tone is based at least in part on at least the energy threshold, the 
noise indicator and the energy signal, where the at least one tone has a known frequency and 
duration, was discussed. No agreement was reached. The discussion of the Examiner Interview 
is consistent with the Remarks below.
